A letter has been received from the President of The Zodiac Friendship Society 
which operates Gemini Club in Saskatoon. Rather than attempt to summarize it, 
the letter is given in full text as I am sure it is of interest to a number of 
our own members: 


I am writing in reply to Jay Bea's letter dated March 4, 1972. We are very 
much interested in having our members recognized in your club and we will be happy 
to extend recognition to members of your club. 


I believe that our club is set up very much the same as yours. Our club is 
owned and operated by the Zodiac Friendship Society which is registered with the 
Province of Saskatchewan. The club is open to all people who are of 18 years of 
age and are gay. We have only been in operation for a short time but we are 
looking forward to great things in the future. 


We shall be enclosing with this letter a copy of the Zodiac Friendship 
Societies by-laws. As far as club rules go they are fairly straight forward. As 
we are currently using the Unitarian Center until such time as we can afford our 
own premises we must ask that no liquor be brought on the premises. We also 
restrict the use of drugs while on the premises. We have much the same sign-in 
system that you use. Our hours of operation are every Saturday night from 10:00 
to 2:30 a.m. As we have finally received our membership cards from the printers 
we shall also enclose a cancelled copy of our membership card for your information. 


I hope that we will be able to work in close cooperation with one another 
in the future. I know that a number of our members travel to Edmonton and wish 


to visit your club and I am sure that a number of your members will wish to visit 
our club also. 


I would like to extend a welcome to you and your members to visit us any 
time. We are still a small club but I believe that we are a friendly group and 
I know that any members of Club '70 will be made to feel at home. The address 
of our club is 502 Main Street. 


We would ask that you also send us a copy of your by-laws and a cancelled 
copy of your membership card. We would also appreciate it if you could put us 
on the mailing list for your newsletter as we like to keep informed of what is 
happening in your club.
